On February 15, 1921, 157 cases were reported 
in isolation in north Haiti, and 180 cases in south Haiti. 

ITALY. 

Restrictions Against Arrivals From Cattaro, Jugoslavia. 

According to information dated February 15, 1921, vessels arriv- 
ing in Italian ports from Cattaro, province of Dalmatia, Jugoslavia, 
will be subject to restrictions against importation of cholera, plague, 
and typhus fever. 

PERU. 

Plague— February 1 to 15, 1921. 

During the period February 1 to 15, 1921, 38 cases of plague with 
14 fatalities were reported in Peru. The distribution of cases accord- 
ing to departments was reported as follows: Department of Callao, 
2 cases; Department of Libertad, 1 case; Department of Lima, 14 
cases with 4 fatalities; Department of Piura, 21 cases with 10 
fatalities.
